RESCUE WORKERS SEEK 


TO SAVE THREE MINERS 


NOOSE RIVER, N. S., April 14.

Rescue workers dug des- 


perately today in an attempt to 
reach three men imprisoned by a 
cave-in at the 141 foot level of the 
Noose River gold mine. 


There was no indication whether 


the three were alive or had been 
killed when a mass of rock and 
dirt gave way and blocked the 
only exit from the mine. 


Two shafts were being cut in the 


attempt to reach the men, Dr. D. 
E. Robertson, H. R. Magill and 
Alfred Scadding, all of Toronto. 


The men had been trapped 36 


hours at noon and F. D. Hender- 
son, mine superintendent, said it 
would be "some hours" before res- 
cue workers could reach the three.
